-Few persons need to be convinced that the first offence committed 
by juvenile offenders is also the first step towards rendering them a 
burden as well as a pest to society. The records of our prisons prove 
how frequently it occurs that a mere child has spent two or three 
years in prison (under successive convictions), acquiring there a 
greater knowledge of crime, and has returned to liberty only more 
qualified to pursue a career of vice, no suitable instrumentality 
having been employed to attetapt his reformation, or any fair op- 
portunity afforded him of returning to the path of rectitude ; and thus 
he advances from one stage of criminalty to another, till all human 
hope of amendment seems at an end. 

The unparalleled success which has attended the reformatory 
system, lately introduced into the convict prisons in Ireland, called 
attention to this subject. Under that system (the substitute for trans- 

eight per cent. of those subjected to it have relapsed 
into crime. The law now enables us to apply the same plan to the 
less hardened and more impressible juveni/e offender. By a recent 
Act of Parliament, those poor children, who are detected in the com- 
mission of offences to which the inexperience of childhood, or the in- 
centive of evil example, had enticed them, instead of being committed 
to the common gaol, may be sent, for periods varying from one to five 
years, to reformatory schools, which must, however, be suitably fitted 
up, and a complete staff provided, before they can be by 
Government, When such a schog) has been inapected, certified 
by the Chief Secretary, thenceforward Government will 78. per 
week for each inmate ; and thus, as the numbers increase, the demand 
on private benevolence will diminish. While, therefore, the first 
establisf¥ment and outfit constitutes the chief expense, still, until the 
number of inmates shall increase to such an extent as to render these 
institutions self-supporting, it will be necessary to call upon the public 
to afford continued and liberal assistance. 

Encouraged by the liberal assistance of benevolent individuals in 
Dublin and its vicinity, the Committee have established both male 
and female schools; the one at Rehoboth-place, South Circular-road, 
and the other at 103, Cork-street. Both these Schools are now ready ; 
and, having been duly inspected and certified, pursuant to the statute, 
are for the admission of offenders. But the necessary expendi- 
ture, including a fine of £500 paid for premises with a sufficient 
quantity of ground to afford employment for the boys, has exhausted 
the funds. The male school is still but scantily supplied with requi- 
sites; and it will be necessary to surround the premises with a 
boundary wall, and to effect some other alterations, before {the estab- 
lishment can be looked upon as completed for all the purposes de- 
signed. 

By the Act it is provided that all these children must be sent to a 
“ Reformatory under the exclusive management of persons of the 
same religious persuasion as the offender.” Roman Catholic Reforma- 
tories have been established by very liberal contributions in Dublin 
and other parts of Ireland; and it would have been in- 
deed, if Protestants had provided no such asylum, and had left the 
poor of their own Church to become inmates of a gaol, in the absence 
of such a refuge. 

The Committee have undertaken this responsibility “in full confi- 
dence in the co-operation of the Protestants of Ireland; and they 
have no hesitation in asking aid for an object calculated not only to 
benefit society, by the diminution of crime, but to save from ruin

One important fact, however, is that the 
United States consul at Canton has refused his sanction 
to the arrangement until he communicates with his 
Excellency Mr. Ward; and the American steamer 
White Cloud brought back a portion of is its cargo, im- 
mediately after the regulations were put in force this 
week, rather than bear the delay involved by the 
customs examination. As the system appears not to 
have worked ill at Shanghae, it is to be hoped that 
some attempt will be made to suit the necessities of the 
river steamers. 
Bá“ We mentioned in our last overland summary that 
‘the southern portion’ ofthe island of Saghalien had 
been ceded to the Russians by the Japanese Govern- 
ment. As the Russians held the northern portion some 
time ago, it may be presumed that the whole island is 
now in their hands. 

“The wreck of another steamer has to be an- 
nounced by us every mail almost regularly. This 
time it is the James Hartley, the loss of which we 
have to record. It left Shanghae for Hongkong on 
the 6th instant, and on the evening ofthe 10th,a 
little after six o'clock, struck upon some rocks about 
80 miles distant from Hongkong. After incurring 
great danger the officers and crew were then taken down 
te Hongkong by a junk; 25,000 dols., which were on 
board, were afierwards recovered by a gun-boat. The 
ship Inkerman, from London, has been lost on St. John’s 
Island ; the Louisa Bailie, on its way to Swatow, and 
the schooner Minnita, on the other side of this island. 

“ Early on the morning of the 19th inst., a destruc- 
tive fire broke out here, which destroyed the establish- 
ments of Mr. Marsh, Mrs. Rickomartz, the Victoria Ex- 
change, the billiard room of the Commercial Hotel, and 
the newly-built Roman Catholic chapel, with an adjoin- 
ing house.

THE TALOOKDARS OF OUDE. 

The following is the suunud or deed of grant given to 
each of the restored Talookdars of Oude: 

“ Know all men that whereas by the proclamation of 
March, 1858, by his Excellency the Right Hon. the 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, all proprietary 
rights in the soil of Oude, with a few special excep- 
tions, were confiscated and passed to the British 
Government, which became free to dispose of them 
as it pleased, I, Charles Jolin Wingfield, Chief Com- 
missioner of Oude, under the authority of his Excel- 
lency the Governor General of India in Council,do hereby 
confer on you the full proprietary right, title, and pos- 
eession of the estate or estates of , consis‘ - 
ing of the villages as per list attached to the kuboolyut 
you have executed, of which the present Government 


revenue is . ‘Therefore, this sunnud is given 
you, in order that it may be known to all 
whom it may concern that the above estate 


as becn conferred upon ycu and your heirs for 
‘ever, subject to the same payment of such annual 
revenue as may from time to time be imposed, and to 
the conditions of surrendering all arms, destroying all 
forts, preventing and reporting crime, rendering any 
service you may be called upon to perform, and of 
showing coustant good faith, loyalty, zeal, and attach- 
ment to the British Government, according to the 
provisions of the engagement which you have executed ; 
the breach of any one of which at any time shall be 
held to annul the right and title now conferred on you 
and your heirs. 

“It is also a condition of this grant that you will, so far 
as in your power, promote the agricultural prosperity 
of your estate, and that all holding under you shall be 
secured in the possession of all the subordinate rights 
they formerly enjoyed. As long as the above obliga- 
tions are observed by you and your heirs in good faith. 
so long will the British Government maintain you and 
vour heirs as 2 of the abovementioned estate 
or estates. Iv confirmation of which I herewith at- 
tach my seal and signature.

peror Rudolph II. branded the Protestants as rebels, 
and threatened to ‘annihilate’ the Protestant Church. 
The Protestants then took up arms, and obtained a 
treaty of peace, which was signed at Vienna in 1606 ; 
but at present, as the Oesterreichische Zeitung trium- 
phantly remarks, the citizens are unable to employ force 
in defence of their rights. In one respect the Patent 
of the Ist of September, and the Ministerial regulations 
which accompany the same, go further than did the 
Jesuits under the Emperors Rudolph IL, Ferdinand II., 
Ferdinand III., Leopold I., and Charles VI. In those 
times the Ilungarian Protestants were imprisoned, tor- 
tured, hanged, forced to change their religion, &c., Lut 
no attempt was ever made to interfere with the internal 
organisation of their church. In those times no one tried 
to impose principles and forms, according to which the 
Protestants had to regulate their ecclesiastical affairs. 
In a word, the ‘ jus circa sacra’ or‘ jus supreme@ inspec- 
tionis, was never employed in such a way as Count 
Thun (the Minister for Ecclesiastical Affairs) wishes to 
employ it. The State can, if it will, make concessions 
to the Protestant Church in external matters, but it has 
no right whatever to meddle with its internal constitu- 
tion. The Roman Catholic Minister has not the shadow 
of a right to make regulations for the representation of 
the Protestant communities, for the Senioral and Dis- 
tual Assemblies, for the election and attributes of the 
elders, clergy, &c. The Concordat with Rome refers to 
the external position of the Catholic Church, but cer- 
tainly not to its internal organisation and constitution. 
The Protestant Church needs no Concordat with the 
State, as it is content with the rights and privileges 
which are secured to it by numerous treaties and laws 
(Gesetz- Artikel), 

The position of the Protestant Church in Hungary 
has not always been the same, but its internal organisa- 
tion has never undergone any changes but those which, 
from time totime, have been made by its own members. 
As has already been said, the last Synod met in 1791, but 
as its resolutions were not confirmed by the State, the 
development of the Protestant Church has not been 
great during the last 60 or 70 years. In 1849 the Pro- 
testants were, as a matter of course, accused of being 
the originators of the revolution, and Haynau deposed 
the four Superintendents of the Evangelical Church, 
and also the general and district inspectors. Instead 
of the <ceposed Superintendents, the Government 
appointed administrators. The Protestants repeatedly, 
but in vain, protested against such arbitrary acts, and 
demanded from the Government the abolition of 
Haynau’sordinances. Instead of this the State, in 1856, 
presented them with an entirely new constitution. The 
eight superintendents at once rejected this ‘ octroi,’ and 
petitioned the Emperor to place the Protestant Church 
in the position which it had occupiel before the year 
1848, and then to permit it to hold a Synod. <A couple 
of years passe! without anything being done by Govern- 
ment, but during the Italian war it became evident that 
it was absolutely necessary to do something, and the 
Patent Law of the 1st of September was therefore pro- 
mulgated. The [Hungarian Protestants almost unani- 
mously rejected it, declaring that they would on no ac- 
count forsake the historical basis on which the rights 
and privileges of their Church rested. ‘If the Protes- 
tants should accept the new organisation they would in 
future be merely tolerated, but this will not suit them, as 
Protestant communities were established in Hungary be- 
fore the house of Hapsburg had acquired sovereign rights 
inHungary. His Majesty hastheright of superintendence 
over the Protestant Church; in other words, he has a right 
to see that the Protestant Church does no injury to 
the Sate.“ At present things stand thus :—The Impe- 
rial Patent and the Ministerial ordinances which accom- 
panied it being in force, the representatives of the 
newly-formed superintendencies ought to meet, but 
they are not likely ever to do so, as the Protestants are 
resolved not to recognise the subdivision of their eight 
superintendencies. The old superintendencies would 
like to assemble, but as their doing so is prohibited, the 
*Seniorats’ will meet in order to enter their protests 
against the Patent Law. Should the meeting of the 
‘Seniorats’ be prohibited, the several communities will 
assemble and petition his Majesty to place the Protes- 
tant Church in Hungary in the position to which it has 
an inalienable right.“ 

The foregoing is a fair account of the merits of the 
Protestant question, but there is an impression on my 
mind that religion is used asa political lever in Hun- 
gary. Ifsuch is really the case it is the fault of Go- 
vernment, for it does not admit of a doubt that the 
Protestants would have proved to be most loyal and 
devoted subjects if they had been permitted to hold their 
Synod and to settle the internal affairs of their church 
in their own way. 

On the 8th inst. the Hirado, which is published in 
Szegedin, in Hungary, received a written warning “for 
continually bringing invidious and violent articles, which 
are calculated to bring about a hostile feeling between 


I the nationalities.”

tablished in Ireland—is at present one of the most glorious 
objects in the whole world. This Church was founded by 
Christian missionaries from Continental Europe about two 
centuries before Augustine was sent by Pope Gregory to 
preach the Romish faith in England. It had neither con- 
nection with, nor dependence on, the Church of Rome. It 
maintained a due Apostelic authority in its Irish prelacy for 
near a thousand years. This was a grievous wrong in the 
eyes of the Pope; and he commissioned Henry II., King of 
England, to invade, overrun, and conquer our country, in 
order to bring it into subjection to the Church of Rome. 
For this purpose the Pope blessed the invading army ; and 
with this view Strongbow, and his English army, conquered 
Ireland, and the English wrought so effectually to win 
the Irish to the Pope, that at last they succeeded, and 
Ireland became Popish throughout. The old Irish Church 
of St. Patrick, in short, thus fell under the yoke of the 
Popes of Rome, even as the country itself fell under the 
political power of England. So it continued for some years, 

At length, Ralph, Archbishop of Armagh, had his eyes 
opened to discover that the whole Romish system was ns a | 
corrupted by falsehood and idolatry; and he began to preac 
these reformed doctrines. Mind, it was he, Ralph, Primate 
of all Ireland, and a Newry man, who began the great refor- 
mation. He converted Wickliffe, Rector ef Lutterworth. He 
aroused all Europe by his powerful preaching, which derived 
vast force from his eminent ecclesiastical rank, and he became the 
first great leader in that wondrous revival of religion, which 
was ultimately crowned with world-wide success through 
the powerful operation on mankind of the gigantic mind of 
Luther. But we repeat, that ecclesiastical history marks 
Ralph of Newry, Archbishop of Armagh, and Primate of all 
Ireland, as the first eminent ecclesiastical reformer. Our great 
Irish Kalph was poisoned at Rome, being, as he was there 
pronounced, a dangerous firebrand, However, the candle 
that Wickliffe lit from the torch of this Irish prelate burnt 
brightly and clearly, and after illuminating multitudes 
of the English, at last Providence allowed the growth 
of a quarrel between Pope Leo X. and the English King to 
end in the prevalence of the reformed doctrines, and tne whole 
English Church flung off the yoke of Rome. England, whea 
reformed, pronounced the Pepe Antichrist, and all the Irish 
prelates, with the exception of two only, and a greater pro- 
portion of the then clergy, accepted the Reformation, returned 
to those original principles from which English influence ha d 
withdrawn th +m for a while, and remembering that their own 
revered primate had headed the movement, continued to diffuse 
those original principles of Scripture and of truth that had 
been preached at the beginning in oar country. Now, from 
these reformed Irish clergy and hierarchy the present bishops 
and clergy of the Irish Church inherit authority and indepen- 
dence, and with it they faithfully preach against the immi- 
grant priests of Rome that reformed truth which is demon- 
strably right by the infallible Word of God. 

When the Pope at the Reformation saw himself forsaken in 
Ireland by the old church of the country, he foisted into 
this country seminary priests and a surreptitious prelacy to 
seduce back the people to his yoke. 

England did not give our clergy their property; it had a 
foundation in Irish law ere Englishmen had a foot upon our 
soil. Why should you expect England to become guilty of 
a spoliation that would be without warrant, justification, or 
pretence 2 

You say the people hold the Romish faith: the greater 
reason the maintenance of the old church to teach them doc- 
trines that may save their souls; for we are prepared to prove 
that the doctrines of the Romish Church cannot do that—that 
they are quite as pernicious as they are by law proclaimed to 
be. Our clergy all challenge counterproof. Let it be given 
[and the church shall be yours]; but if you think by French 
cavalry and French sabres to wrest judgment, aod trample 
upon right, on truth, and on God’s church, we, the Irish Pro- 
testants, will stand against you once again, as our fathers did 
at Derry, Aughrim, and the Boyne; and, God being onr 
helper, we will conquer you and your Frenchmen as James II., 
Sarstield, and St. Ruth were conquered in immortal battle- 
fields, and drive you and them once more into the sea; yea, 
| because the Lord of Hosts is with us, the God of Jacob is 
our refuge.” 

In Ireland we havea Church, united, faithful, hand to 
hand, and foot to foot, in spiritual warfare with a world- 
wide antagonism ; and though English authority have frowned 
on our zeal, and rewarded our faithfulness with disqualifica- 
tion, penury, and distress, we will not, because we dare not, 
abandon our principles. 

And we tell you, and the Emperor of the Frenc h, that an 
attack on the Irish Church, if made, will end in the destruc- 
tion of you both. 

2nd. But we are told you wish also, by an invasion, to 
abolish the National System of Education. Well, we have 
been aiming to accomplish that [object by due course of law 
for well nigh thirty years. We trust that England may take 
a lesson from both of usin the next Session of Parliament, 
and thus be induced, as of old, to make policy the 
instrument of principle and of truth; to make the reading 
of God’s Word imperative inevery National School. Then 
will those taught in them grow up into good Christians and 
loyal subjects of the Queen, and those who will be ignorant 
let them be ignorant still. At present she educates a popula- 
tion without any sense of religion, and she has her reward. 
It is their inspirations which infuriate the French colonels, 
and entail en her the uneasiness of apprehension, and the 
expense of a state of virtual war. But, 

rd. You weuld rob the existing proprietors of the Irish 
soil. John Mitchel, mark our words. You are not half so 
likely, by a French invasion, to win an Irish estate as the 
Comte de Paris or the Duke de Chambord; one or other is 
thereby to become adorned with a French crown. It hath 
happened, ere now, that he that hath digged a pit for his 
neigh hour hath fallen into the midst of it himself, and the 
engineer been hoist by his own petard. 

But, banished, exile, and disaffected Roman Catholics, you 
are our countrymen still. You complain of the British 
Government, or rather of the Government of the United 
Kingdom. Thank God, we live under a Queen of Irelaad, 
and under a Legislature in which we may exercise a potent 
sway. Ilave you looked at home? Are you right with God?

SITTINGS IN BANCO. 
(Before Mr. Baron Greene, Mr. Baron Fitzgerald, and Mr. 
Baron Hughes.) 
Watson v. Atlantic Mail Steam Navigation Company. 

This was an application on behalf of the plaintiff. that the 
conditional order dated the 25th November, 1859, should be 
made absolute, notwithstanding the cause shown. 

The case was allowed to stand over till next term—the 
parties being desirous of having the opinion of the full court 
upon the motion

Thomas Parker v. John Orrell Lever. 

This was a motion for liberty to proceed to trial, notwith- 
standing the consent-order of the 3rd March, 1859, which 
had referred the cause to arbitration, inasmuch as the refe- 
rence had proved abortive, or that John S. Mansfield, Esq., 
stipendiary magistrate of Liverpool, or, such other person as 
the court might be pleased to name, might be appointed the 
third arbitrator,under the consent-order,in the room of James 
Kennedy Blair, who had refused to act and also that the time 
for the arbitrators making their award might be extended. 

Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon, Q.C., and Theobald Purcell, ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Richard Armstrong, Q.C., 
and S. Fergusen, Q.C., for the defendant. 

It appeared that a cross-notice had been served on the part 
of the defendant, requiring that, within reasonable time, the 
plaintiff should furnish certain specified information ;o him 
(the defendant.) 

Mr. J. M. Cantwell stated to the court that he was autho- 
rised by the English solicitors of his client to inform their 
lordships that Mr. Alexander Young, of the firm of Coleman, 
Turquand, Yoting, and Co., London, auditors of the Bank of 
England, was willing to act as third arbitrator under the con- 
sent-order. 

Upon this statement the Ceurt made the following 
order—“ That the said Mr. Young be appointed third 
arbitrator ig the room of Mr. Blair, and as if he had been 
named by the two arbitrators already appointed under the 
provisions of the consent; and that the time for making the 
award be extended to the Ist day of February, 1860, and that 
the defendant do, within ten days from the presentidate, furnish 
to the plaintiff a consent of Mr. Young to act as arbitrator, 
and, in default thereof, that the plaintiff be at liberty to pro- 
ceed to trial, notwithstanding the consent order, and in the 
event of Mr. Young consenting to act, that the costs of the 
motion be costs in the cause: but, if he refuse to act, that the 
defendant do pay te the plaintiff the cests of the motion.” 
The court also directed that the defendant's motion to com- 
pel the plaintiff to furnish specified information should stand 
over to next term, in the event of the arbitration under 
this order not proceeding. 

Sawyer v. Norris. 

Counsel applied in this case, on the part of the defendant, 
that the charging-order made by Mr. Baron Hughes, in No- 
vember last, might be discharged, with costs, on the ground 
that the plaintiff had forfeited his right to obtain same by 
reason of his having taken the body of the defendant in exe- 
cution, and because the court had no jurisdiction tomiake said 
order as against any funds standing in the books of the Bank 
of Ireland to the credit of the Judges of the Landed Estates 
Court, Ireland.

It appeared that the Messrs. Malcolmson 
and Co., on the ground that they did not know whether the 
endorsement was authorised or not, refused to deliver up the 
bacon, which then lay in their stores from the 8th May, 1858, 
until 4th February, 1859, at which time it was delivered 
te Mr. Keating very much deteriorated in value, having 
sold for £! 5s. per cwt., instead of £3 8s. ; thus occasioning 
a loss to the plaintiff of £248 14s, 9d. ‘ihe plaintiff now 
sought damages to the amount of £350 for the value of 50 
bales of bacon, containing 118 cwt., sold at the priceof £3 8s. 
per cwt., on the 22nd of May, 1858. The summons and t 
averred that the bill of liding had been signed by Mr. - 
ing, as factor for the plaintiff, and by his authority to the 
Messrs. Fitch, Wheeler, and Ce.

TRIAL OF THE FINSBURY MURDERER, 

James Moore, described as an umbrella-maker, aged 28, 
was indicted on Wednesday, at the Old Court, London, be- 
fore Mr. Baron Watson, for the murder of his wife, Mary 
Anne Moore. On being asked the usual question, whether he 
was guilty or not, he exclaimed, “It is false! He after- 
wards pleaded not guilty. He is a quiet-looking young man, 
and betrayed at this time no symptoms of insanity. 

Mr. Clark prosecuted, and Mr. Sleigh defended the 
prisoner, 

Tne learned Counsel for the prosecution detailed the cir- 
cumstanc s, which are familiar to the public, having been so 
recently reported in the police court. He described the 
manner in which the prisoner communicated to Mr. Turner, 
his landlord, the fact ef the murder. He took Mr. Turner to 
his room, and drawing aside a counterpane, showed him the 
body of his wile, whose head had been completely severed. 
The head was afterwards discovered in a basin, with abeut a 
pint of blood. At the police-station he made a statement 
declaring that some one had been in his room whi'e he 
was out, and that he knew nothing about the marder. 


He had, however, previously said to Mr. Turner, 
on showing him the body, Look there, that is 
my work.” IIe stated alse to Mr. Turner, that had he come 


out of a lunatic asylum at Hoxton on the previous Wednes- 
day. On searching the room, a shirt was found, which was 
bloody, and his trousers had blood on them, which some one 
had attempted to wash off. On examining the head, it was 
found to be very much bruised, and this had probably been 
done by the tongs, which were found to be bent. The pro- 
bability was that after she was stunned the prisoner cut eff 
her Fead. Hé (the counsel) believed that there would be no 
doubt about the main facts of the case, but that the defence 
would be that the prisoner was insane. If that should be 
proved, nothing would be more satisfactory to those who pro- 
secuted in this cage. 

Mrs. lurner was called, and in the course of her evidence 
said she heard cries of-murder proceed from the prisoner’s 
room, and she supposed they were quarrelling, as she heard 
violent noises. 

Mr. Sleigh asked the witness only one question—viz., 
whether the prisoner and his wife did not live on affectionate 
terms, to which she replied in the affirmative. 

As the witness was leaving the box, the prisoner said he 
wished to ask her a few questions, upon which Mr. Jonas, the 
governor, informed him that Mr, Sleigh had been entrusted 
with his defence. 

Mr. Sleigh, addressing the court, said—I appear for this 
wretched man, but of course he does not instrygt me. I have 
been instructed on public grounds. 

Baron Watson— Yes, of course. , 

The Prisoner—I would rather conduct my own defence, and 
7 my own questions. I know nothing of that gentleman, 

t is usual for a prisoner’s counsel to call him a wretched 
man before his case has been inquired into. I don't look 
wretched, and I don’t feel wretched, and I ought not to be 
condemned before it is seen hew the case stands. I should 
like to ask that witness how it is that when she heard noises 
up stairs and cries of murder, she did not call assistance ? 

Baron Watson put the question to™the witness, who said it 
was because she did not think there was anything serious be- 
tween them. 

The Prisoner — If I leave my case in the hands of a genile- 
man who calls me a wretched man, I may be sacrificed or 
put down. I dou't like such remarks, because I never was 
wretched even in the worst of my days. 

Baron Watson—Any one who stands in that dock upon 
such a charge must necessarily be in a wretched position. 

The Prisoner—Yes, I know that; but that is not what it 
means. 

Mr. Turner, who was called, said that when they were going 
along to the station the prisoner said, “ This is a plan to put 
me away aguin, and then communicated to him that he had 
just come out of a lunatic asylum ; when he first saw the 
body of the deceased, her little child was sitting by her side.
